Subject: GAP SWR Chart

For those interested in some SWR readings on the GAP antenna 
here is a chart I made up that shows SWR readings when I placed 
the antenna at different places around my house. I did not want 
to ground mount the antenna in the middle of the yard where it 
is a pain to mow around and the neighborhood kids play. Ideally 
I wanted it mounted to my back deck where I could keep an eye 
on it and it would be out of the way. As the 2nd column of SWR 
figures showes the antenna was probably mutually coupled with 
my downspout about 15 ft. away. The instructions say to test 
the antenna on the ground (1st SWR Column) in the open before 
mounting it on the roof or elsewhere. I get good result by 
mounting the antenna on the ground on the side of the house (3rd Column). 
This location gets the antenna at about the same hight as the 
deck mounting and no apparent mutual coupling. The last column 
measures SWR at the antenna. GAP specifies that the feedline 
should be at least 65 ft. The three 25 ft. counterpoise are 


easy to deal with and are only needed for 80 & 40 meters. 
While the antenna is rated for 2, 6, 10, 12, 15, 20, 40 & 
130 KHz on 80 meters; it is also resonant at other frequencies.

QST, 73, CQ, and the AEA and Universal AR catalogs are pretty much 
addressed to the radio amateur - you can pretty much assume that those 
reading them have _some_ knowledge of amateur radio and the licensing 
requirements. 


J. C. Whitney, OTOH, is in no way geared specifically for the radio 
amateur. You really can't make the assumption that readers are aware of 
the licensing requirement. And given the level of current FCC fines, 
it's really not fair to J. C. Whitney customers to make ham gear 
available to them without making it clear that a license is required for 
operation. 


> How about ads for ford,chevy, honda. They 
> dont mention the fact that you need a drivers license to make use of 
> their product. 


It's not real likely that their potential customers won't be aware that a 
driver's license is required before you drive a car. You can't make the 
same statement about J. C. Whitney's customer's awareness of amateur 
radio licensing.
